AHOTH^ UFOt 

About 25 minute* to six on December 10th, i 960 , Brian Buchanan 
and hi a chum Ian Robert con were walking a own Sicced Road on the 
eastern city limit* when Ian 1 * attention waa drawn to * li^it 
in the southern sky about >0 degrees above the horizon. She 
object appeared to be a disc am as he watched a reddish cloud 
appeared to emlnate rapidly outward from the disc to about 
three to four times the diameter of a full moon, 

Unable to Identify this phenomena Ian pointed It out to Brian who 
confirms that he eaw what appeared to be a white disc tilted to 
present an elliptical appearance, surrounded by the cloud. Re 
estimated the *izs of the disc at about a third of the moons 
diameter. As they watched the disc moved out of the oentre of 
the cloud at an angle of about 75 degrees to the horizontal started 
to grow din. By the time It had moved clear of the cloud it had 
faded from view* The cloud remained visible while they walked 
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about half a block the* It etarted to gradually fade* 

Suddenly at * point about 60 degree# elevation and a 
Util* to th# aaAt of the original flighting a r«3 light 
appeared. It rapidly expanded to fora a drooler glowing aron 
aroh having rtiatliwy '*11 defined edge* a bit Itat that 
th* diameter of the noon. This phenomena perileted fro* 
first obaervatlon for about $ seconds Vhen It vanlahed 
almost as though someone had turned off a light *lth a 
rheostat, The original cloud wa# vlalbl* but fading. 

About- a minute after the second light had disappeared a 
third became vlalbl* on the same bearing about 45 degree* 
above the horizon* This took the fora of a rather* dim 
red light which ere* rapidly rather lit* a iaoke ring, i* 
th* ring expanded th* centre grew din* This went on until 
by the time ite diameter bad exceeded that of the original 
cloud somewhat, it had become ao attenuated that It was 
loot to night. Shortly after the original cloud alto faded 
from night. Th* aky in th* area of theca activities *aa 
cloudless but rather hazy a* only a few of th* brighter 
star* wer* vlalbl*. 
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
